Being  impressed  with  the  fact  that  all  parties  engaged  in 
commerce,  manufactures,  and  all  other  enterprises  of  impor- 
tance, are  organized  and  are  using  their  combined  influence 
for  the  promotion  of  their  own  special  interests,  while  the 
farmers  and  employees  upon  whose  labors  depend  the  prospeCuS 
of  the  nation  are  almost  entirely  unorganized  :  We,  the  far- 
mers and  employees  of  the  Province  of  Ontario,  believing  that 
Almighty  God,  as  the  source  of  all  power  and  the  ruler  of 
nations,  should  be  acknowledged  in  all  constitutions  of  socie- 
ties, do  hereby  with  due  reverence  to  Him,  associate  oursel- 
ves together  under  the  following  articles,  and  the  articles  of 
incorporation  of  the  Order  of  the  Patrons  of  Industry,  in  the 
Province  of  Ontario,  and  the  amendments  made  thereto,  and 
do  solemnly  pledge  ourselves,  one  to  another,  to  labor  togeth- 
er for  the  promotion  of  the  interests  of  farmers  and  employees, 
and  the  good  of  the  nation,  of  which  we  are  a  part. 
.    :      •      ,  ARTICLE  I. 

V   ^  .    t'  NAME  AND   OBJECTS. 

This  organization  shall  be  called  The  Patrons  of  Indus- 
try OF  North  America,  and  shall  be  composed  of  a  Grand 
jl  Association,  and  County  and  Subordinate    Associations,  and 
'shall  be  an  organization  of  faimers  and  others,  whose   inter- 
lests  are  identical  with  those  of  farmers,  and  its  objects  shall 
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be  to  advance  the  moral,  intellectual,  social,  political  and  fi- 
nancial condition  of  the  said  classes  in  this  country,  and  to 
generally  develop  a  higher  character  of  that  great  industrial 
class  that  perfoinis  so  iniportant  a  part  in  providing  for  the 
subsistence  and  advancing  the  prosperity  of  all  nations,  and 
while  fearless  in  its  advocacy  of  the  right,  shall  be  not-parti- 
zan  and  non-sectarian. 

ARTICLE  II. 

GliAND     ASSOCIATION. 

Sec.  1. — The  officers  of  the  Grand  Association  shall  be  a 
President,  Vice-President ,  Secretary-Treasurer,  three  Trustees, 
a  Sentinel,  and  two  Auditors,  and  any  member  of  the  order  in 
good  standing  shall  be  eligible  for  election  to  any  office  in  the 
Grand  Association. 

Sec.  2. — The  annual  meeting  of  the  Grand  Association 
shall  be  held  on  the  last  Tuesday  in  the  month  of  February 
in  each  year,  at  such  place  as  has  been  designated  in  the  arti- 
cles of  incorporation  as  the  chief  place  of  business  of  the  As- 
sociation, and  the  officers  shall  be  elected  at  such  annual 
meeting. 

Sec.  3. — The  Grand  Association  shall  be  composed  of  its 
own  officers  and  of  delegates,  who  shall  be  elected  by  the  de- 
legates of  the  several  Subordinate  Associations  of  each  coun- 
ty, such  election  to  take  place  at  the  meeting  of  the  County 
Association  next  preceding  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Grand 
Association.  Each  county  shall  be  entitled  to  one  delegate 
for  each  1,000  (representation  to  be  based  on  returns  of  mem- 
bers in  good  standing  of  previous  quarter)  members  or  major 
fraction  thereof  ;  provided,  nevertheless,  that  any  properly 
organized  County  Associatio  n,  with  not  less  than  ten  Subor 
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dinate  Assf>o.«c..>ns,  in  good  standing,  shall  be  entitled  to 
send  one  delegate,  oven  thougii  it  has  not  a  major  fraction  of 
1,000  members;  and  retiring  officers  shall  be  entitled  to  all 
the  rights  and  privileges  of  delegates,  and  shall  bo  ex -officio 
members  of  tlie  Grand  Association  natil  the  close  of  the  meet- 
ing at  which  tlieir  successors  are  elected. 

Sec.  4. — The  Grand  Association  shall  have  power  to  en- 
act all  By-Laws,  Rules  and  Regulations  for  its  government 
and  the  proper  conduct  of  its  business,  provided  always,  that 
the  same  do  not  conflict  with  the  Constitution,  and  consistent 
always  with  the  provisions  of  the  next  section. 

Sec.  5. — F.very  measure  of  legislation  required,  and  all 
business  affecting  the  welfare  of  the  Order,  shall,  in  so  far  as 
practicable  be  su'Mnitted  to  such  Associations  as  shall  be  af- 
fected thereby,  together  with  every  available  information  in 
regard  thereto. 

Sec.  6. — The  President,  Vice-President  and  Secretary  of 
the  Grand  Association  shall  be  a  Board  for  the  adjustment  of 
all  matters  of  controversy  between  organizers  and  members 
hi  the  urisdictidii  of  this  Grand  Association,  and  to  pasF  up. 
on  all  recommendations  and  applications  for  commissions  from 
all  persons  whomsoever.  In  case  a  county  is  declared  com 
pleted  by  the  organizer,  or  in  case  the  organizer  shall  neglect 
or  refuse  for  two  months  to  perform  his  duties,  the  County 
Executive  may  recommend  to  the  Grand  President  a  suitable 
person  as  organizer  for  such  county. 

Sec.  7. --It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Grand  President   to 

call  and  preside  over  all  meetings  of  the  Grand   Association, 

to  decide  all  questions  of  order  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the 

meeting,  to  see  that    the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  the 
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G  rand  Association  are  faithfully  and  promptly  observed  and 
enforced,  and  to  exorcise  supervision  and  control  of  organizers 
acting  under  and  by  virtue  of  their  comniissions,  and  to  over- 
see and  control  all  lecturers,  and  to  perform  such  other  duties 
as  the  good  of  the  Order  may  require. 

Sec.  8. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Grand  Vice-President 
to  act  as  President  in  case  of  the  absence  of  the  President  and 
to  assist  the  Grand  President  in  performing  the  duties  assign- 
ed to  him  by  section  7.  • 

Sec.  9.  —The  Grand  Secretary  shall  keep  an  accurate  re- 
cord of  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Association.  Also  a 
register  of  the  names  of  County  Associations,  with  the 
names  and  addresses  of  the  Presidents  and  Secretaries,  and 
shall  at  all  reasonable  times,  when  required,  submit  his  books 
for  the  inspection  of  tiie  (xrand  Executive  Board.  He  shall 
attend  to  the  coirespondence  connected  with  the  business  of 
the  Grand  Association,  and  shall  procure,  keep  and  send  out 
all  supplies  for  Organizers  and  Secretaries  of  County  and  Sub- 
ordinate Associations.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  attend  to  the 
printing  and  distribution  of  all  papers  ordered  by  the  Grand 
Executive  Board,  and  to  make  a  general  report  showing  all 
the  statistics  concerning  the  standing  and  progress  of  the  Or- 
der in  his  jurisdiction,  and  to  do  any  further  necessary  work 
ordered  by  the  Grand  Executive  Board. 

Sec.  10. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Grctud  Treasurer  to 
receive,  safely  keep,  and  disburse,  subject  to  the  order  of  the 
Grand  President,  countersigned  by  the  Grand  Secretary,  all 
money  of  the  Grand  Association,  to  keep  an  accurate  account 
of  all  funds  coming  into  his  hands,  to  keep  an  account  with 
each  County  Association  in  this  Province,  and  affiliated  As- 
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sociations  in  other  Provinces,  and  to  submit  his  books  when 
required  to  the  (Jrand  Executive  Board,  and  to  prepare  a 
financial  statement  at  the  end  of  each  year,  and  when  called 
upon  by  the  (Jrand  Kxecutivc  UojumI. 

Sec.  11. — (a)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  ({rand  Trustees, 
under  the  direction  of  tlie  (xrand  Executive  Board,  to  exer- 
cise a  general  su])ervision  of  the  affairs  of  tlie  Order  between 
the  sessions  of  the  Grand  Association,  to  make  arrangements 
for  the  meetings  of  the  (irand  Association,  to  be  the  custodians 
of  its  property,  and  to  hold  tlie  letters  of  incorporation  for  and 
on  behalf  of  tlie  Order.  And  they  shall  certify  to  all  accounts 
sent  in  by  them  for  payment,  and  shall  make  out  and  send  in 
to  the  Grand  Executive  Board  an  itemized  account  for  all 
services  rendered  by  them,  and  shall  futhermore  report  in 
det«,il  on  every  matter  of  business  they  may  transact. 

(6)  The  Grand  Presideni;,  Grand  Vice-President,  (irand 
Secretary  and  (irand  Trustees  shall  form  a  (irand  Executive 
Board,  which  shall  have  full  control  of  all  affairs  of  the  Order 
in  the  intervals. between  the  sessions  of  the  Grand  Associa- 
tion, and  all  its  decisions  shall  be  final,  subject  only  to  appeal 
to  and  confirmation  by  the  Grand  Association,  and  shall  le- 
port  all  decisions  and  rulings  made  by  it  to  next  ensuing 
meeting  of  the  (irand  Association,  and  shall  have  power  to 
suspend  from  office  any  grand  official  guilty  of  fraudulent  or 
dishonest  conduct,  or  of  refusing  or  neglecting  to  perform  his 
duties.  In  case  of  a  tie  the  President  shall  have  a  casting 
vote,  and  a  half  in  number  shall  foini  a  (luorum. 

Sec.  12. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  (jJrand  Sentinel  Jto 
have  charge  of  the  door  and  see  that  it  is  properly  guarded 
and  admit  no  persons  without  the  proper  authority,  and  per- 
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form  such  other  duties  as  may  be  assigned  him  by  the  (irand 
President. 

Sec.  13. — The  (irand  Auditors  shall  examine  all  books 
and  vouchers,  and  audit  the  accounts  of  the  (ilrand  Associa- 
tion, and  shall  at  the  end  of  each  year  prepare  a  detailed 
statement  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures  to  be  submitted  to 
the  annual  meeting,  and  shall  meet  at  the  office  of  the  Grand 
Treasurer  on  the  first  Wednesday  in  the  months  of  January 
and  July  to  examine  the  accounts  and  vouchers,  and  shall 
make  out  at  such  meetings  half-yearly  reports,  showing  (1st) 
the  financial  standing  of  the  Grand  Assoc'ution,  and  (2nd)  an 
abstract  account  of  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  past 
half  year,  and  shall  at  any  time,  when  ordered  by  the  Grand 
Board,  make  an  audit  of  accounts. 

Sec.  14. — All  Charters  "or  Subordinate  Associations,  un- 
der the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Association,  shall  be  issued 
by  the  Grand  Secretary  on  receipt  of  $3. 00,  after  being  signed 
by  the  Grand  President  and  Grand  Secretary.  All  organizers 
are  required  to  obtain  their  commissions  from  the  Grand 
Secretary,  after  being  signed  by  the  Grand  Secretary  and 
Grand  President — commissions  to  be  then  issued  upon  the 
order  of  the  Grand  I^resident. 

Sec.  15. — All  Subordinate  and  County  Secretaries,  and 
all  properly  commissioned  organizers,  are  required  to  procure 
their  supplies  from  the  Grand  Secretary,  and  shall  pay  the 
sums  specified  in  the  price  list  approved  by  the  Grand  Asso- 
ciation therefor,  and  that  no  order  shall  be  less  than  fifty 
cents. 

•■      Sec.  16.— The  i-evenue   of   the  Grand  Association  »h    1 
consist  of  the  charter  fees,  and  of  the  proportions  of  the  per 
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capita  tay  which  the  constitution  re(|uirGS  to  be  forwarded 
by  the  County  Secretaries  to  the  (irand  Secretary,  and  all 
moneys  received  for  supplies  and  other  funds  rightfully  be- 
longing to  this  Association.    ' 

Sec.  17. — Any  member  of  this  order  charged  with  vio- 
lation of  their  obligations,  or  conduct  unbecoming  Patrons  of 
Industry,  must  be  tried  by  their  peers,  and  if  found  guilty, 
shall  also  be  considered  expelled  from  the  order. 

ARTICLE  III. 

COUNTY    ASSOCIATION. 

Sec.  1. — A  County  Association  may  be  organized  in  '^y 
County  in  which  there  are  not  less  than  ten  Suborninate  Ad- 
sociations  in  good  standing,  but  any  County  Association  may, 
by  the  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  divide  tlie 
County  into  two  or  more  County  Associatfvms,  provido-l  al- 
ways that  any  dei  gate  who  intends  to  introduce  a  measure 
for  the  division  of  any  County  shall  give  three  months' notice 
to  the  County  Secretary  of  his  intention,  and  the  County 
Secretary  shall  then  notify  each  Subordinate  Association  that 
the  question  of  the  division  of  the  County  will  be  brought  be- 
fore the  County  meeting,  and  after  notice  has  been  given  to 
the  Subordinate  Associations  any  delegate  will  be  at  liberty 
to  move  in  the  matter,  and  provided  always  that  nothing  in 
this  section  contained  shall  authorize  the  formation  of  any 
County  Association  with  less  than  ten  Subordinate  Associa- 
tions in  good  standing. 

Sec  2. — County  Associations  shall  consist  of  a  Presi- 
dent, Vice-President,  Secretary,  Treasurer,  Sentinel  and 
two  Auditors,  and  one  delegate  from  each  Subordinate  Asso- 
iciation  in  the  Countj^,  in  good  standing,   but    any  subordinate 
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Aasociation  having  fifty  or  more  members  in  good  standing 
shall  be  entitled  to  a  second  delegate,  and  in  determining  the 
standing  of  any  Subordinate  Association,  any  Association 
that  has  paid  its  per  capita  tax  for  all  expired  quarters  shall 
be  held  to  be  in  good  standing,  and  the  President,  Vice-Presi- 
dent and  Secretary  may  be  the  executive  officers  of  each 
County  Association.  .^ ,  .    ,    . 

Sec.  3. — County  Associations  shall  have  power  to  make 
by-laws,  rules  and' regulations  for  their  own  government, 
providing  the  same  are  in  harmony  with  the  constitution,  and 
may  if  they  see  fit,  unite  the  offices  of  Secretary  and  Treasurer. 

Sec.  4. — The  Cjunty  Association  shall  meet  the  first 
Tuesday  in  February  annually,  and  at  such  other  times  as  the 
county  executive  officers  shall  determine. 

Sec.  5. — The  Secretary  of  the  County  Association  shall 
forward  to  the  Secretary  of  the  (xrand  Association  fees  to  the 
amormt  of  6  cents  per  quarter  for  each  member  whose  quar- 
terly dues  have  been  returned  to  the  County  Secretary. 

Sec.  6. — The  Secretarv  and  Treasurer  shall  give  good 
and  sufficient  bonds  for  the  faithful  accounting  for  of  all 
funds  coming  into  their  hands,  and  the  delivering  up  at  the 
expiration  of  their  term  of  office  all  funds,  books,  papers  and 
other  property  of  the  Order  in  their  possession,  or  under  their 
care,  to  their  successors  in  office,  or  other  authorized  officers 
of  the  Order,  and  the  County  Association  may  appoint  a  com- 
mittee to  approve  of  said  bonds  and  to  be  the  custodians 
thereof.  •>  - 

^  '  Sec.  7. — County  Associations  may  appoint  committees 
for  the  transaction  of  any  business  in  their  respective  counties 
that  they  may  consider  to  be  in  the  interest  of  the  Order,  and 
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may  dt^fine  their  duties  in  their  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations. 

Ssc.  8. — County  Associations  shall  have  the  power  to 
increase  the  per-capita  tax  in  order  to  provide  sufficient  rev- 
enue for  the  successful  carrying  on  of  their  work.       *''    '^ ': 

Sec.  9.^ — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  executive  officers  to 
give  notice  to  all  Subordinate  Associations,  and  to  secure  a 
place,  and  make  arrangements  for  the  meetings  of  the  Asso- 
ciation. 

Sec.  10. — The  following  shall  be  the  duties  of  the  several 
County  Officers,  to  wit : — 

PI^ESIDENT. — To  call  and  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the 
County  Association,  to  decide  all  questions  of  order  subject 
to  appeal  to  the  Association,  to  call  and  preside  at  all  meet- 
ings of  the  executive  officers  of  the  county,  to  sign  all  con- 
tracts entered  into  by  and  for  the  Patrons  of  Industry  in  his 
jurisdiction,  to  sign  all  orders  on  the  County  Treasurer  when 
the  expenditure  is  authorized  by  the  County  Association  or 
by  the  executive  officers  for  carrying  out  the  work  of  the  As- 
sociation, and  to  exercise  a  general  supervision  over  the  af- 
fairs of  the  Order  in  his  jurisdiction,  and  to  counsel  and  ad- 
vise all  Subordinate  Associations,  and  to  see  that  the  differ- 
ent county  officers  and  committees  perform  their  duties,  and 
to  attend  to  having  the  constitution,  by-laws,  rules  and  re- 
gulations observed  and  enforced. 

VICE-PRESIDENT— To  act  in  lieu  of  the  President  in  case  of 
his  absence,  and  to  assist  the  President  in  the  (Kscharge  of  his 
duties. 

SECI{ET/\I)Y — To  keep  a  faithful  record  of  all  th^  proceed- 
ings of  the  Association  to  conduct  its  correspondence,  to  re- 
ceive the  per  capita  tax  sent   in  by   the   Secretaries   of  the 
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Subordinatei  .Associations,     and   to    forward   to  the  Grand 
Secretary  the  proportion  thereof  specified  in  the  Constitution, 
and  to  send  the  Pass  Word  to  all   Subordinate   Associations 
that  have  paid  the  per  capita  tax  for  tlie  previous  quarter,  to 
forward  all  circulars  sent  from  the  Grand   Secretary  for  dis- 
tribution among  the  fc,abordinate  Associations,  to  keep  an  ac- 
curate account  of  all  money  received  for  per  capita  tax,  and 
to  pay  over  to  the  Treasurer  quarterly   all   money  pertaining 
to  the  County  Associiition,  to  report  quarterly  to   the  Grand 
Association  on  the  first  days  of  February,  May,  August  and 
November  the  total  number  of  members  in   good   standing  in 
each  Association  in  his  jurisdiction,  to  notify  all  Subordinate 
Associations  under  the  direction  of  the   Executive  Officers  of 
all  meetings  of  the  County  Association,  to  give  to  all  the  dele- 
gates to  the  Grand  Association   the   proper  credentials,    to 
submit  his  accounts  and   vouchers   to   the  scrutiny   of   the 
auditors,  to  give  all  information  concerning  the  welfare,  pro- 
gress and  working  of  the  order  in  his  county  that  he  can  con- 
veniently to  the  Provincial  Lecturers.     In  conjunction   with 
the  other  Executive  OflBcers  to  make  all  necessary  arrange- 
ments for  all  lectures    to  be  held   in  his  county    by   Pro- 
vincial  Lecturers,  to  send    to  the   Grand  Secretary,   as  soon 
as  possible  after  the  annual    meeting    of  the  County  Associ- 
ation, a  certified  list  of  the  delegates  appointed  to  the  Grand 
Association,  and  of  the  county  officers  elected  at  such  annual 
meeting,  to  countersign  all  proper  warrants  and  orders  on  the 
Treasurer,  and  to  perform  such  other  duties  as    may    be   re- 
quired by  the   County    By-laws,   and   such  as  may  be  neces- 
sary for  the  proper  carrying  out  of  the  work. 

TRE^SUREIJ-— The  Treasurer  shall  receive,  safely  keep  and 
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disburse,  under  the  order  of  the  County  President,  counter- 
signed by  the  County  Secretary,  all  money  belonging  to  the 
•  County  Association,  and  shall  keep  a  correct  account  thereof, 
and  submit  his  books  at  all  proper  times  to  the  inspection  of 
the  Executive  Officers.  He  shall  also  submit  his  books,  ac- 
^unts  and  vouchers  to  the  inspection  of  the  Auditors,  and  as- 
sist them  to  the  best  of  his  ability  in  preparing  a  detailed 
statement  of  receipts  and  expenditures. 

SENTIflEL — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Sentinel  to  have 
charge  of  the  door,  and  to  see  that  it  is  properly  guarded, 
and  to  admit  no  one  without  the  proper  authority,  and  to  per- 
form such  other  duty  as  may  be  assigned  him  by  the  County 
President.  -     ; 

/\UDITOI{S — The  Auditors  appointed  by  the  County  Asso- 
ciation shall  examine  all  books,  accounts  and  vouchers  of  the 
Secretary  and  Treasurer,  and  shall  at  the  end  of  each  year, 
and  when  required  by  the  Executive,  prepare  a  detailed  state- 
ment of  receipts  and  expenditures,  and  submit  the  same  to 
the  County  Association  at  its  annual  meeting,  and  they  shall 
return  each  quarterly  report  to  the  Executive  Officers.

Sec.  1. — Subordinate  Associations  maybe  instituted  by 
payment  or  a  fee  of  thirteen  dollars,  ten  dollars  of  which  shall 
be  paid  to  the  organizer  when  he  shall  make  out  a  report  of 
Charter  Members,  male  and  female,  and  present  to  tlie  vSec- 
retary  of  such  Association,  to  be  forwarded  by  said  Secretary, 
together  with  the  Charter  Fee  $3.00,  to  the  Grand  Secretary, 
who  shall  on  receipt  of  such  report  and  Charter  Fee  issue  a 
Charter  to  such  Association.     The  fee  of  initiation  in  all  cases 
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shall  be  Fifty  Cents  for  Male,  and  Ten  Cents  for  Female 
Members.  • 

Sec.  2. — No  Subordinate  Association  shall  be  organized 
with  less  than  ten  members,  and  it  shall  require  five  mem- 
bers to  form  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business.    »'  "^'^  > 

Sec.  3  — The  Officers  of  Subordinate  Associations  shall 
consist  of  President,  Vice-President,  Secretary,  Treasurer, 
Guide,  Sentinel,  Minerva  and  Demeter,  and  two  Auditors. 

Sec.  4. — The  age  >  at  which  applicants  for  membership 
shall  be  admitted  shall  be  determined  by  the  members  of  the 
Subordinate  Association  where  the  application  is  made 

Sec.  5. — All  persons  are  eligible  for  membership  except 
persons  of  proved  immoral  character,  and  Lawyers,  Doctors, 
Merchants,  Liquor  Dealers,  Manufacturers,  Party  Politicians, 
and  those  whose  interests  .conflict  with  those  of  Farmers  and 
Laborers,  and  the  minor  members  of  the  families  of  persons 
as  above  mentioned.  ,    v  .         ;  -  ,        .,       .   v,^  ^  .w 

Sec.  6. — All  applicants  for  membership  shall  send  in  with 
their  application  the  initiation  fee,  which  shall  be  returned 
immediately  in  case  of  their  rejection.  ,,?;  .j..  ^    ,, 

Sec.  7. — All  persons  making,  application  for  membership 
shall  be  balloted  for  by  the  Subordinate  Association  where 
the  application  is  made,  provided  always  that  when  a  com- 
mittee appointed  by  the  chair  reports  unfavorably  on  the 
character  or  elig'bility  of  the  applicant  the  application  shall 
be  rejected  without  a  formal  ballot  being  taken.  Any  appli- 
cant receiving  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present  shall 
be  declared  elected.  ^     ' " 

Skc.  8. — No  person  becoming  a   member   of  this   Order 

shall  be  required  to  take  an  oath,  but  skall  be  received  on 
their  honor  as  a  citizen. 
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^/<  i  Sec.  9. — Every  member  of  any  Subordinate  Association 
of  this  Order  shall  be  required  to  pay  a  Quarterly  Fee  of  not 
less  than  Twenty  Cents  for  each  Male,  and  Ten  Cents  for 
each  Fenjfile  member,  and  said  fee  shall  be  paid  in  advance 
on  the  first  days  of  January,  April,  July  and  October,  and 
no  member  shall  receive  tlie  quarterly  password,  or  a  certificate 
entitling  the  holder  to  the  full  privileges  of  membership  in 
the  Order,  until  said  fee  be  paid,  and  any  member  of  a  Sub- 
ordinate Association,  who  shall  have  failed  for  three  months 
to  pay  dues,  may  be  suspended,  and  if  any  member  be  six 
months  in  arrears,  he  may  be  expelled  from  the  order  by  a 
two-thirds  vote  of  the  Association  to  which  such  member  may 
belong. 

Sec.  10.  — Each  Subordinate  Association  shall  at  its  last 
meeting  in  each  quarter  prepare  and  forward  to  the  County 
Secretary  a  return,  in  accordance  with  the  forms  sent  by 
the  Grand  Secretary  and  forwarded  by  the  County  Secretary, 
and  shall  with  the  return  send  a  per  capita  tax  to  the  Coun- 
ty Secretary,  which  shall  not  be  less  than  ten  cents  for  eaCh 
member  on  the  roll,  liable  for  the  payment  of  dues,  but 
which  shall,  if  the  County  Association  has  imposed  a  special 
rate,  be  sufficient  to  pay  said  special  rate  in  addition  to  the 
regular  rate  of  ten  cents  per  capita  per  quarter.  Provided 
always  that  no  Subordinate  Association  shall  be  liable  for 
dues  for  the  quarter  diuing  which  it  is  organized.  Any  sub- 
ordinate Association  that  has  not  paid  its  dues  for  the  pre- 
vious quarter  shall  not  receive  the  pass  word  from  the  Coun- 
ty Secretary  till  all  arrears  are  paid.     And   any  Subordinate 

Association  that  shall  fail  for  twelve  months  to  pay  its 
dues  shall  forfeit  its  charter  unless  satisfactory  reasons  can

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Sec.  11. — All  disputes  and  difficulties  I  etween  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Association,  including  ail  disputes  generally  set- 
tied  by  a  process  of  law,  shall,  if  possible,  be  settled  by  the 
court  of  the  Subordinate  Association  to  which  they  belong, 
according  to  the  by-laws  approved  by  the  said  Association. 

Sec.  12. — Such  supplies  as  shall  be  specified  in  the  rul- 
ings of  the  Grand  Executive  Board,  and  which  are  required 
by  Subordinate  Associations,  shall  be  procured  from  the 
Grand  Secretary,  and  payment  must  be  made  therefor  to  the 
Grand  Secretary  before  the  supplies  are  forwarded. 

Sec.  13. — Any  member  of  the  Order  making  use  of  his 
privileges  as  a  member  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  goods  at 
a  reduced  price  to  sell  in  speculation,  or  for  any  person  who  is 
not  a  member  of  the  Order,  shall  be  liable  to  expulsion. 

^*  Sec.  14. — Any  person  who  is  found  guilty  of  wilfully  and 
knowingly  violating  his  obligation,  or  any  one  who  is  guilty 
of  conduct  unbecoming  a  Patron  of  Industry,  shall  be  liable 
to  expulsion,  but  any  person  so  charged  shall  be  entitled  to  a 
fair  trial  according  to  the  forma  laid  down  in  By-Laws  of  the
